STRONG TICKET RESULT OF 
REPUBLICAN CONVENTION.

Hardinsburg, Ky., July 25.— 
(Special.)— The above is the ticket 
which was unanimously selected 
at the Republican county conven- 
tion held here at the courthouse, 
Monday afternoon. The large cir- 
cuit court room was crowded by 
enthusiastic Republicans, who 
I y certainly appeared as if they meant 
f business. It reminded one of the 
/ convention of 1894, whose nominees 
J swept the county like a cyclone. 
1 Everything whs harmonious, and 
| body was in the best of humor. 
Every precinct was fully represent- 
ed. 

Chairman Gus Shellman called 
I the convention to order at 1:30 
' o'clock, and the call was read to 
J the delegates by the secretary, 
f] Jno. P. Has well, Jr. Then, on 
M motion of Taylor Beard, the Hon. 
ji Charles Blanford was elected tern-' 
/""^'porary chairman. In esauming 
the chair, Mr. Blanford made a 

f'lort, telling speech, which met 
ith genuine approval from the 
M^legates. Upon the motion of 
€apt. J. H. Rowland the chair 
authorized to appoint the 
necessary committees. On the 
Committee on Credentials he ap- 
pointed Capt. Rowland, J no. B. 
Bates and D. C. Heron. Achilles 
Dye, Peter Bennett and Henry 
Carninn were named as a Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion, and on the Committee on 
Order of Business Milton Whit- 
worth, D. N. Howard ami ( has. 
Patterson were appointed. 

The Committee on Credentials 
reported that there were no con- 
tests, and recommeded that all the 
delegates be seated. The report 
was adopted. 



The Committee on Permanent 
Organization recommended that 
the temporary organization be 
made permanent, which was 
adopted. 

The report of the Committee on 
Order of Business recommended 
that the candidates for the various 
offices be nominated in the order 
in which these names would ap- 
appearonthe ballot. The report 
was adopted without amendment. 

The chair then called for nomi- 
nations for the office of County 
Judge and John M. Butler, of 
Coster, in ft MfJ speech, nomi- 
nated Morris Eskridge. Capt. J. 
EL Rowland seconded the nomi- 
nation, and Mr. Eskridge was 
unanimously selected as the can- 
didate for Judge. The chair ap- 
pointed John M. Butler and 
Robert Polk to escort the nomi- 
nee to the convention hall. When 
he appeared he was received with 
an enthusiastic burst oi applause, 
►which he gratefully acknowledged. 
He made a strong, conservative 
speech, accepting the nomination, 
and promised »'i active and win- 
ning, campaign. 

The rest of the ticket was com- 
pleted in the order in which their 
names appear at the head of this 
ariicle, except that the Represen- 
tative was nominated last. Each 
nomine/ except Mr. Mitchell, 
appear* before the convention 
and accepted, anil pledged a 
vigorous campaign. On behalf of 
Mr. Mitchell, who was unable to 
be present on account of illness 
in his family, Mr. Haswell ac- 
cepted the nomination for repre- 
sentative, he being authorized so 
to do.

Tobacco and hay have been ruin- 
ed and corn and wheat greatly dam- 
aged.

(Up-To-Date Farming ) 

Chance For Dollar Wheat. 

The eyes of the world have been 
turned toward America and its wheat 
crop. The supply of flour and wheat 
is the lowest in all countries ever 
known. Mills have been closed down 
waiting for the new crop. Th. tension 
is very high and any holding back of 
supplies by farmers will .irrickly be 
followed by tho pay mi nt of their 
price. 

FarmerB, now is your opportunity. 
There is not the bumper crop that the 
government, millers and speculators 
have twen telling you aboot. Every 
bushel of your wheut will hring you 
fl.on a bushel on basis of Chicago, 
St. Louis and Minneapolis markets if 
you really want it. You will get it If 
you refuse to sell forjees. 

Pi ices For Tobacco Advance. 

In the western part of Kentucky 
where dark export tobacco is grown 
the farmers are still holding the 1904 
crop. Much of it remains in the barns 
where it was cured. More of it la 
safelv stored in the farmers' ware- 
houses where it will etay until the 
stocks in the buyers hands are ex- 
hausted, or the price meets their de- 
mand. Arrangements are being made

vance. Nearly all the tobacco grown 
by unorganized farmers has been 
murk-ted and prices maintain a much 
higher average than a year ago. Tho 
buyers stubbornly protest against 
raising the prices more but there is 
nothing el.-s for them to do StocKS are 
rapidly diminishing and the tobacco 
is wanted. 

Trust Starts False Report.

Immense Spot on Sun. 

Boston, Mass July 20.— Two sun 
spots are now exciting considerable 
interest among the Haivard astrono- 
mers on account of tneir size. They are 
close together, somewhat above the 
center and on tde right side. They are 
estimated to be 100.000 miles in 
diameter, twelve times as big aa the 
earth. Wben they first appeared on 
Friday they were not easily visibls, 
but now they can be plainly seen 
tnrough smoked glass or even with the 
naked .ye when (be sun is low. 
Whether the hot weather is caused or 
affected by them is not Known. 

Each spot consists of an umbra, or 
dark center, surrounded by an outer 
fringe of lighter penumbra. The shape 
of the whole is irregularly oval. These 
spots are supposed to lie collections of 
condensed gas containing solid matter, 
but scientists are not agreed, and some 
Of the astronomers think that the 
spots are depressions in the surface 
of tde sun or bodies moving from the 
eartli to the sun. The spots on the sun 
at present are amone the largest which 
have appeared in recent years, al- 
though they cannot compare with 
those which appeared in l^yj

wrestled with him on the depot plat- 
-yform. got possession of his gnn and 
had the crowd at the depot ranning 
in every direction to kee ont of his 
*ay. A few bystanders assisted Mar- 
w*b.al DeHaven od the gnn was taken 
..way from HrJtV who thon ran to 
■the end of the platform and turned 
Mown Third fctreet. Marshal DeHaven 
EtrDci him in the bead with a 
cane but ne continued to rnn until he 
collided with a telephone pole at the 
corner of Third and High streets. 
Here he was arrested, and taken to 
jail. 

Hicks came here that afternoon with 
a companion on east lwund train No. 
44, which arrives at 4 :4s. Half an 
hour before west twund train No. 43 
arrived they were at the depot and 
asked when the train would be due. It 
is supposed that both Hicks and hm 
friend intended to return on No. 43, 
but, when the traiu stopped at the 
depot, Hicks w«a asleep on the trucks 
on the west ent.ot the platform and 
when awakened by his friend refused 
to board the train with him. failing 
in his effort to get Hicks to go with 
him the friend boarded the train 
alone. At this point Marshal DeHaven 
.tepped up to Hicks and tried to per- 
suade him to follow his friend, for 
answer Hicks sprang at him and 
attacked him. They clinched and 
were soon dow^^on the Dlatfoim in 
a rough and tumble struggle. Physi- 
cally they wen not a match, Hioa-s 
being a taller, neavier and stronger 
man Marshal DeHaven, but the 

latter put up a stiff fight. Crazed as 
flicks wm by drink, perbane no 
wd would have oeen his match even 
'if he had bad his height of six feet 
And weight and strength in propor- 
tion. Several bystanders took part, 
(separated the combatants and came to 
(Marshal Ue Haven's rescue. Micas 
( fought with the strength of a giant 
I and the ferocity of a maniac and it 
s with dlfficultv that he was pulled 
I away from Marshal DeHaven. During 
I the affray a holster, containing Mar- 
shal DeHaven 's revolver, became un 
lastened from his body and fell on the 
platform.

Albert Gallatin, 
who succeeded Hamilton as secretary 
of the treasury, lies only a few feet 
away, and near by la also the grave 
of Robert Fulton, Inventor of the 
steamboat Another famous occupant 
of Trinity churchyard, whose monu- 
ment Is nesr the Broadway gate, Is 
Captain James Lawrence of the United 
States navy, commander of the friga"> 
Chesapeake, who fell In battle with 
the British ship Shannon June L 1813.
